Driver faces 15 years in 2014 wreck

A 26-year-old Owen County man is 
facing 15 years in prison following a 2014 
wreck that severely injured a 3-year-old 
Grant County boy. 

Michael W. Asher pled guilty May 6 to 
operating a vehicle while under the influ¬ 
ence, second offense, first-degree criminal 
mischief, operating a vehicle while license 
suspended and three counts of first-degree 
assault.

Dry Ridge Police are searching 
for a knife-wielding suspect in an 
armed robbery on May 18 at Dollar 
General. 

The robbery occurred around 9 
a.m., according to Dry Ridge Police 
Chief Rick Kells. 

“The (suspect) pulled a knife on 
(the employee) and told her to give 
him all the money that was in the 
cash drawer,” Kells said. “A cus¬ 
tomer had pulled up in the parking 
lot and saw the guy in there. They 
are the ones who called 911. Then 
the customer left.” 

Another employee was in the 
back of the store at the time and did 
not witness the robbery. 

There were no customers in the 
store at the time of the robbery. 

Once the suspect took the money, 
he fled on foot in the direction of 
the Locust Ridge area. 

The suspect is described as a 
white male about five feet, five 
inches tall and weighing between 
140 and 155 pounds. 

He was last seen wearing a dark- 
colored hooded jacket with gold 
writing on it, according to Kells. 

During the robbery, the suspect’s 
face was covered and he wore a 
hood and gloves. 

Kells said it is possible the sus¬ 
pect may have been seen walking 
around the area of Blackburn Drive 
earlier that morning. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s 
Office and Kentucky State Police 
initially assisted with looking for 
the suspect.

animal control care 
practices; to inform the 
public on the nature and 
importance of animal 
control care work and to 
promote better laws and 
law-enforcement methods 
relating to animals. 

Every year the 
association selects a 
shelter employee of the 
year, animal control 
officer of the year and 
agency of the year based 
on job performance and 
accomplishments. This 
year KACCA was honored 
to present the Animal 
Shelter Employee of the 
Year award to Marsha 
Chaney. Chaney became 


the director of the shelter 
in August 2010 and as 
soon as taking over she hit 
the ground running 
offering new and 
innovative services. 

The same month that 
she took over, she started 
offering spay/neuter 
programs for Grant 
County. She have been 
doing two clinics every 
month for almost three 
years straight and are still 
doing some sporadically 
when they have the 
animals to send. Chaney 
took it upon herself to 
improve her agency by 
implementing several 
programs such as: Foster 
to Adopt program, Match 
and Meet, Meet and Greet 


and a Barn Cat Program. 
One of the more innovative 
programs that she started 
was the Pit Stop program 
where she utilizes grant 
money to alter Pit Bull and 
Pit Bull mixes for free 
which has caused a 
dramatic decrease in the 
number of Pit Bulls that 
enter the shelter. She also 
began using social media 
and adoption websites as 
marketing tools that are of 
no cost to the Grant 
County tax payers. Grant 
County’s live release rate 
for 2014 was 92 percent 
for dogs and 68 percent 
for cats which is incredibly 
better than the national 
average for animal 
shelters.

Payday loans thrive in Kentucky, thanks to legislators 


We would like for the 
voters of the 17th Senate 
District to know that their 
Senator, Majority Floor 
Leader Damon Thayer, 
stood with other mem¬ 
bers of Senate Republi¬ 
can Leadership to block a 
hearing on Senate Bill 32, 
which calls for capping 
payday lending interest 
rates at 36 percent a year. 
The payday loan industry 
can currently charge bor¬ 
rowers up to 391 percent 
interest, while all other 
lenders are limited to 36 
percent per year. This has 
been the case only since 
1998 when the payday 
loan industry cut a deal 
with the General Assem¬ 
bly at the expense of bor¬ 
rowers and the Kentucky 
economy. 


Payday lenders say they 
deserve special consider¬ 
ation because of the short 
term nature of the loan. 
They say they offer a one¬ 
time quick fix, but the truth 
is that they trap borrowers 
in a cycle of debt. Ninety- 
nine percent of payday 
loans in Kentucky in 2013 
were generated by bor¬ 
rowers taking out multiple 
loans per year. The aver¬ 
age payday loan borrower 
in Kentucky is stuck in 10 
loans per year. 

Senate Bill 32 was as¬ 
signed to the State and 
Local Government Com¬ 
mittee, where eight of 11 
members signaled their 
support. Despite this over¬ 
whelming display of sup¬ 
port, Senate leadership 
used their power to pre¬ 


vent the bill from getting 
a fair hearing. Why would 
Senate leadership oppose a 
bill, which stands to ben¬ 
efit thousands of Kentuck¬ 
ians? Why would leader¬ 
ship stand in the way of 
leveling the playing field 
for all lending businesses 
in the state? 

Leadership’s decision 
does not reflect the views 
of the 73 percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians (Republicans 
and Democrats equally) 
who support a 36 percent 
cap on payday loans. Nor 
does it reflect the views of 
the 32 faith groups and 57 
non-profits which make 
up the Kentucky Coalition 
for Responsible Lending. 
These are people who have 
experience with picking up 
the pieces when desperate 


borrowers come to them 
for help with getting out of 
the payday loan debt trap. 

Please let Senator 
Thayer and your state 
representative know that 
you are outraged that the 
General Assembly has al¬ 
lowed 391 percent loans 
to thrive in our state. This 
year’s session has ended, 
but it is not too soon to 
get the message out for the 
2016 session.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 


ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Made in the 
shade 

I t is strange, but true...people often refer to 
shade as a problem. How many times have 
you heard of people desperately searching for 
that one magic thing they can do to get grass to 
grow underneath a pin oak? Why can’t we just 
accept the fact that it just isn’t possible and move 
on to better things? 

And, there are lots of better things when it 
comes to shade, but first assess the environment 
of your shady spot by noting the time of day it 
gets sun; if it never gets sun; or if there is fil¬ 
tered sunlight through deciduous trees. You may 
even consider pruning some of your trees to al¬ 
low some filtered light through. Some blooming 
plants can tolerate complete shade while others 
need some filtered sunlight in order to bloom 
well. 

This is a good time of the year for enjoying 
shade plants. Many of our favorites are spring 
blooming woodland plants like Jacob’s ladder, 
trillium, primula, hardy woodland geraniums, 
columbine, wood poppies, epimedium, bleeding 
hearts and Solomon’s seal. Although they bloom 
in spring, most hold their foliage through the rest 
of the season continuing to add color and texture. 

Variegated Solomon’s seal, for instance, is 
of particular interest to many gardeners. I have 
never met a person who 
has grown this plant and 
doesn’t rave about it. 
Pearl-like blooms line the 
bottom side of the stems as 
the green and white varie¬ 
gated leaves reach up and 
arch over in a tight and 
orderly formation. Solo¬ 
mon’s seal colonizes well 
so in a couple of years you 
have a good stand of this 
easy-to-grow shade peren¬ 
nial (it can tolerate full 
Weekend sun, too). 

Gardener Don’t overlook ferns 

for texture. The tall, erect 
growing matteuccia stru- 
thiopteris, or the ostrich fern, will reach four to 
five feet in height. Its dark green fronds and vase 
shape are complimented well by smaller ferns 
like adiantum pedatum or the maidenhair fern. 
The maidenhair fern is late to come up so don’t be 
alarmed if it doesn’t appear until early summer. I 
have met with great success using athyrium ni- 
ponicum ‘Pictum’. The fronds of this fern are sil¬ 
ver-gray with maroon stalks and mid-ribs. It has 
flourished in somewhat of a dry shade situation 
(with periodic irrigation during the summer). The 
cinnamon and royal ferns are also vigorous grow¬ 
ers (osmunda cinnamomea and o. regalis); as are 
the autumn fern (dennstaedtia punctilobula) and 
the hay scented fern (dryopteris erythrosora). All 
perform well in relatively dry shade and they col¬ 
onize well. Basically, there are about a million 
ferns that will do well in zone 6, well maybe not 
a million. Ferns prefer moist shade but certainly 
will perform well enough in dry shade with some 
irrigation until they are well-established. 

Whatever you choose, your shade plants can 
achieve a naturalized or formal look depending 
on what woody plants you combine them with. 
If you want your shade garden to have a more 
natural look stick to the herbaceous plants. If you 
want it to appear more formal add any number of 
woody shrubs or small under-story trees to the 
mix. 

Good shady companions include azaleas, rho¬ 
dodendrons ( maybe slightly over-used), many 
hydrangea species, callicarpa, clethra, enkian- 
thus and bottlebrush buckeyes. Some trees in¬ 
clude the fringe tree, the Carolina silverbell, par- 
rotia, stewartia, serviceberry and certainly many 
species of dogwoods and redbuds. The point is 
that there are many under-story trees, shrubs and 
herbaceous plants that can help transform shady 
areas into a shady summer resting spot.

Invest 

W hat is a good investment today? 

Several strong companies that en¬ 
joyed superior reputation years ago 
are now struggling. Financial investing has al¬ 
ways been risky, and the risk has increased in 
our economy. 

An investment that always provides a posi¬ 
tive return is investing in the lives of people 
for the glory of Christ. God promises a reward 
for our service if we stay faithful in serving 
Christ (Gal. 6:7-9). 

I. Slow down 

Jesus’ encounter with two blind men on 
the Jericho road reveals several key principles 
for investing our lives in others. First, we 
must slow down. Matthew 20:32 says, “Jesus 
stopped.” What appears to be a rather simple 
fact is actually a significant step in serving 
others. Jesus was leaving Jericho. He had an¬ 
other appointment. He had already spent time 
ministering in Jericho, and now he was going 
to another town. But, he stopped! Our pace 
of life often becomes so fast that we speed 
past ministry opportunities. Jesus stopped. 
He slowed down. He allowed His temporary 
schedule to be interrupted for an eternal in¬ 
vestment. 

II. See the big picture 

To minister effectively we must embrace 

a servant phi¬ 
losophy. The 
Bible says, 
“Consider oth¬ 
ers as more 
important than 
yourselves” 
(Philippi- 
ans 2:3). The 
opening verse 
of our text 
describes the 
glorious Son 
of Man as one 
who came to 
serve not to 
be served. The 
big picture of 
life is far great¬ 
er than our per¬ 
sonal desires 
and dreams. 
When we see 
the big picture, we notice that all people are 
important to Christ. Jesus demonstrates amaz¬ 
ing love to all who call upon His name. God 
specializes in doing extraordinary things with 
ordinary people. 

ill. Serve with compassion 

Jesus modeled genuine service by slow¬ 
ing down and seeing the big picture. He also 
served with compassion. “Moved with com¬ 
passion, Jesus touched their eyes” (Matt. 
20:34). Many seek the applause of men in¬ 
stead of the approval of God. These blind men 
begged for mercy. They did not offer to pay 
Jesus for healing. Christ-honoring service is 
motivated by compassion - not compensation. 
Our reward has been reserved for us in heaven 
because no bank on earth could contain the in¬ 
comparable riches of serving Christ.

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Man faces manslaughter 
charge in 2014 fatal wreck

A 32-year-old Grant 
County man was indicted 
May 6 for second-degree 
manslaughter in connection 
with a December 2014 fatal 
car accident. 

Christopher M. Webster 
was arrested and charged with 
second-degree manslaughter, 
operating a vehicle under the 
influence, first offense within 
a five-year period, failure to 
maintain required insurance 
and being a persistent felony 
offender. 

The charges stem from 
a fatal accident Dec. 16, 
2014, on U.S. 25 in Corinth 
that resulted in the death of 
50-year-old Anna Eldridge of 
Dry Ridge. 

Eldridge was a passenger 


in a 1997 Chevy pickup truck 
driven southbound on US. 25 
in Corinth by Webster when 
the truck left the roadway. 

The truck went off the 
side of the road around 4:45 
a.m., striking rock debris and 
sliding more than 700 feet 
before hitting an embank¬ 
ment, according to the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

Eldridge was outside of 
the vehicle when authori¬ 
ties arrived on the scene and 
was likely ejected from the 
vehicle, according to Sheriff 
Chuck Dills. 

Eldridge was transported 
to the University of Cincin¬ 
nati Medical Center, where 
she later was pronounced 
dead. 

Webster, who was still in¬ 
side the vehicle, was treated 
and released from St. Eliza- 
beth-Grant County with a cut 


to the head and injuries to his 
shoulder, arm and leg. 

Police suspect that both 
were not wearing their seat 
belts at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. 

Initially, Webster was 
cited for failure to maintain 
insurance and not having reg¬ 
istration. 

Deputy Tony Stigers in¬ 
vestigated the accident and 
additional charges were 
pending blood test results. 

“(Webster) had metham- 
phetamine in his system, ac¬ 
cording to the results from his 
blood test,” Dills said. “It had 
been an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion pending the results of the 
lab test. The lab is currently 
backlogged, which was the 
reason for the delay.” 

Webster was lodged in 
the Grant County Detention 
Center.

LAWSUIT : amended to add current jailer, judge

Skinner was terminated from 
the facility on Jan. 2, 2015 af¬ 
ter spending several months off 
work under the Family Medical 
Leave Act (FMLA) after he re¬ 
ceived a head injury following 
an assault on Oct. 5, 2014. 

Skinner’s employment at the 
facility, however, was question¬ 
able beginning on April 17, 2014 
after he had an altercation with 
his wife and was charged with 
domestic violence. Skinner was 
placed on administrative leave 
following his arrest. Peeples said 
he would wait and see if Skinner 
were found guilty of the charges. 

“We do not employ employ¬ 
ees with a domestic violence 
conviction,” Peeples said in an 


April 2014 issue of the Grant 
County News. “When this is 
said and done, if he has a domes¬ 
tic violence conviction against 
him, I will discharge his employ¬ 
ment.” 

A Grant County jury con¬ 
victed Skinner of domestic vio¬ 
lence on July 31, 2014. He was 
ordered to pay a $500 fine and 
court costs, but was not sen¬ 
tenced to probation or ordered to 
serve any jail time. 

He also remained an em¬ 
ployee at the jail until he was 
terminated by Hankins. Peeples 
transferred Skinner from work¬ 
ing with inmates to working in 
the front office. 

Hankins said he has not 
changed policy since taking of¬ 
fice. 


“We are working on updating 
employee policies right now,” 
said Hankins, following the law¬ 
suit being amended. “It’s in the 
process.” 

Hankins said Skinner was 
terminated because the jail re¬ 
cords show that Skinner signed a 
“criminal offense acknowledge¬ 
ment” that says, “I understand 
that my conduct both inside and 
outside the office reflects upon 
the office itself. I further un¬ 
derstand that due to the nature 
of my employment, it would 
reflect negatively upon my of¬ 
fice if I were to be charged and 
convicted of a criminal offense. I 
further understand and agree that 
if I am charged and convicted of 
a criminal offense, from this date 
forward, my job will be termi¬ 


nated immediately.” This docu¬ 
ment was dated Jan. 23, 2008 
and signed by Skinner and for¬ 
mer jailer Steve Kellam. 

Hankins said that Skinner had 
also signed two separate dispute 
resolution forms saying that he 
would participate in mediation 
before filing a lawsuit against the 
county. The first form was dated 
July 21, 2005 and the second 
form was dated Jan. 31, 2008. 

“To my knowledge, Steven 
Skinner did not abide by those 
documents that he signed,” Han¬ 
kins said. 

Hankins said it is also his un¬ 
derstanding that employees of 
the GCDC had undergone sex¬ 
ual harassment training, which 
included training on domestic 
violence being a crime, in 2012 


and 2013. 

“Since the time of Steve 
Kellam, each and every job de¬ 
scription all the way to the top 
plainly says that you can’t have 
a domestic violence judgment 
against you,” Hankins said. 

Hankins said that employ¬ 
ment training records from 2012 
have not been located since he 
took office. 

“The laptop computer, which 
was used for training purposes 
at the facility, according to the 
county’s information technology 
person, has been wiped clean 
and Steven Skinner was in pos¬ 
session of this laptop until he 
was asked to return it,” Hankins 
said. 

Skinner was employed by the 
GCDC for 10 years.

Audra Taylor was driving a Toyota Camry on 
Delia Hill, three miles outside of Dry Ridge, when 
the accident occurred. 

Audra suffered a fractured right leg and wrist, a 
cut forehead and a spleen laceration, according to 
court documents. She was hospitalized for five days 
at the University of Cincinnati Medical Center. 

Her then 10-year-old son, Ashton, suffered wrist 
fractures, a fractured finger, a subdural hematoma, 
a cut lip and permanent scaring. He spent three days 
at the University of Kentucky Medical Center. 

Audra’s then-3-year-old son, Ty, suffered a 
severe spinal cord injury in the wreck that has left 
him in a motorized wheelchair. He spent extensive 
time at the Cincinnati Children’s Hospital. 

The Grant County community rallied around Ty 
and his family, holding several fundraisers to help 
with medical bills. 

On the day of the wreck, a concerned 911 caller 
reported a vehicle driven by Asher swerving all 
over southbound Interstate 75, near mile marker 
161, and nearly hitting multiple vehicles. 

Kentucky State Police Trooper Steve Robb 
responded to the call and located both vehicles still 
smoking from the head-on collision on Delia Hill. 

Robb found Asher laying in a nearby ditch a few 
feet from his vehicle’s driver’s door, according to 
court documents. 

Asher, who had suffered a broken right leg, 
gave inconsistent statements to how the wreck 
occurred, had slurred speech and was drowsy. 

Robb, along with statements by two 
licensed paramedics and certified EMTs on 
the scene, concluded that Asher was under the 
influence of heroin and/or opiates that 
impaired his ability to operate the vehicle. 

Under his plea agreement, the 
Commonwealth Attorney’s Office is recom¬ 
mending for Asher a 15-year sentence, a 
$1,000 fine, revocation of his driver’s license 
for 18 months and a DUI service fee. 

The agreement requires that Asher waive 
the right to appeal. 

He must serve 85 percent of his sentence 
before becoming eligible for parole. 

Asher will be formally sentenced on June 
24 in Grant Circuit Court. 

The Commonwealth Attorney’s Office 
agreed that Asher may be released for five 
days on a $50,000 unsecured bond sometime 
between his guilty plea and his sentence date. 

During his release, Asher would be on 
house arrest at his parent’s home, wearing an 
ankle bracelet monitor and he must obey all 
conditions of the bond.
